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The Red Bluff City Council has 


before it a letter from eight 
attorneys proposing that the city 
refile an application for title to 
streets and alleys in accordance 
with 
suggestions 
made 
by 


Superior Court Judge Curtiss E. 
Wetter. 


Copies of the letter were sent 


to the individual councilmen. 
They didn't discuss it at their 
regular meeting Tuesday night, 
but indicated they will take it up 
at a study session set for 5:30 
p.m. next Wednesday in the city 
hall council chamber. 


The problem to be discussed 


grows out of the fact that the 
Red Bluff streets and alleys 
were placed in the hands of the 
county 
court 
"udge 
by 


Presidential edict more than a 
century ago at a time of some 
local turmoil. Ever since that 
time it has been necessary to get 
the court's permission to close a 
street or alley, even an unused 
"paper" street. 


City council and judge have 


disagreed over the procedure in 
recent years, and last month the 
council decided that the city 
attorney would handle each case 
as it came up, and that a charge 
of $250 plus costs would be 
made. That prompted the letter, 
signed by attorneys Alfred E. 
Frazier, Noel Watkins, Donald 
B. Webster, Richard S. Pugh, 
Thomas J. McGlynn, Harold 
Lucas, Edward J. Allen, and 
Rawlins Coffman. 


They wrote: 
"As practicing attorneys in 


this community we are, from 
time to time, interested 
in 


assisting our clients in acquiring 
title to certain so-called "paper" 
streets. It now appears that by 
City Council policy established 
September 7, 1971, many of our 
clients who negotiate with the 
City for the acquisition of a 
portion of a so-called "paper" 
street 
or alley, 
after 
fii&t 


securing approval of the City 
Council, must thereafter pay to 
the City $250.00 which, in turn, 
would be delivered as attorney's 
fees to the City Attorney. 


"Title to many of the City 


streets is held in the name of the 
Judge of the Superior Court. In 
1963, the Legislature of the State 
of California 
authorized 
the 


Judge ". . . to convey to the 
City of Red Bluff, all right, title, 
and interest in and to any real 
property still held in trust by 
him for the several use and 
benefit of the occupants of the 
town site of Red Bluff according 
to 
their 
respective 
in- 


terests. . . " Obviously, this 
includes title to paper streets 
and alleys not heretofore con- 
veyed out. 
"Pursuant to the direction of 


the City Council, and with the 
foregoing 
legislative 


authorization in mind, the City 
Clerk petitioned the Judge on 
March 
18, 1970, 
by 
filing 


proceedings in the 
Tehama 


County Superior Court entitled, 
"In 
the Matter of the Ap- 


plication of the City of Red Bluff 
For a Certificate 
of Title," 


Tehama No. 14978. The petition 
broadly 
designated 
the 


numerous streets and alleys to 
which the City sought transfer of 
title. Tne Judge, (before ruling) 
informally, on several occasions 
suggested clarification of the 
descriptions of the streets and 
alleys involved. His suggestions 
were ignored. Finally, on Oc- 
tober 16,1970, he made and filed 
his 
"ANNOUNCEMENT 
OF 


INTENDED 
DECISION" 
in 


which he stated in part: 


•"To grant the petition as 


drawn, and issue the certificate 
a jplied for, might create a cloud 
u^->n the title of many persons to 
projf -ty within the City of Red 
Bluff, sxme degree of care 
should be 'i.sed to protect the 
rights of the beneficiaries of the 
trust, as well as the rights of 
others which might be affected 
by the Court's action. The 
Court's 
position 
has 
been 


revealed to those persons in- 
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inquiry, but no effort has been 
made 
to 
correct 
the 
ap- 


plication." 


"The Judge then went on to 


state: '"Unless an application 
properly drawn is presented, 
and notice thereof 
properly 


given, the Court will necessarily 
be required to deny the request 
of the City of Red Bluff for a 
Certificate of Title to the streets 
and alleys as listed in the ap- 
plication.' 


"For some reason the City 


refused to amend its application 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 


suggestions of the Judge. It then 
filed in the Court of Appeal for 
the State of California, Third 
Appellate District, a so-called 
"PETITION FOR WRIT OF 
MANDATE" which, in effect, 
constituted an appeal to that 
Court from the Judge's decision. 


"All 
Justices of the Court of 


Appeal joined in sustaining the 
trial Judge's position. Their 
formal decision was: "The 
Petition for Writ of Mandate is 
denied." 
"That was January 29,1971. In 


the seven months thereafter 
ensuing the City of Red Bluff, for 
some reason, failed to file a 
corrected application for cer- 
tificate of title. 


"It now appears that the City 


requires all those interested in 
these matters to deal piecemeal 
with the City and its attorney. 


"We, the undersigned lawyers 


with offices 
in 
Red 
Bluff, 


suggest that the City refile its 
application in proper form as 
suggested by the Court. If the 
City needs help in preparing the 
application, we offer our ser- 
vices.

Existing 
laws, 


particularly those dealing with

proposed amendment, they said. 


The most outspoken foe of the 


amendment is Rep. Emanuel 
Celler D-N.Y., chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, who said 
it threatens family life and the 
institution of marriage. 


The 
House 
passed Mrs. 


Griffiths' amendment without 
any rider in the waning days of 
the last congress by a vote of 350 
to 15 but it never got to a vote in 
the Senate.

SANTA BARBARA (AP) — A 


wild brush fire crackled through 
the hills above this picture 
postcard resort town, destroying 
at least seven expensive homes , 
damaging others and routing 
hundreds of residents. 


Out of control flames raced 


over 2,200 acres by early today, 
in suburban Montecito and 
Summerland, 
and 700 fire 


fighters drawn from throughout 
the state worked to cut lines 
around the blazes as planes 
dropped chemical retardants. 


Seven persons were reported 


injured, but only one was 
seriously hurt — a 74- year- old 
man who suffered third degree 
burns while trying to put out 
flames that menaced his home. 
Makeshift evacuation stations 
were set up at schools to handle 
the evacuees. 


The blaze was the worst in a 


rash of brush and grass fires 
that broke out across Southern 
California 
this 
week. 
A 


2,100 acre blaze near Fillmore, 


about 30 miles 
southeast of 


Santa Barbara, and six others in 
the same area were set by tricky 
incendiary devices with delayed 
time fuses, fire officials say. The 
big Fillmore fire is in the mopup 
stages after burning Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 


Officials said there was no 


indication that the Santa Bar- 
bara fire was linked to the 
Fillmore area blazes. But one 
spokesman said, "this blaze 
started in an awfully suspicious 
place." 


The blaze broke out Wed- 


nesday afternoon in a canyon on 
the edge of the Los Padres 
National Forest and quickly 
spread through chapparal made 
brittle 
and 
explosive 
by 


prolonged summer heat. 


The houses destroyed were 


each valued at least $60,000. Fire 
officials said they had no report 
immediately on how many 
homes had been damaged. The 
Montecito-Summerland area is 
dotted with hillside 
homes 


valued from $40,000 to $100,000 
plus "gentleman" ranches. 


Many families packed a few 


things in their cars and fled 
before the fire, then rushed back 
to bring out livestock, including 
many horses. Thirty-five horses 
were taken to the Santa Barbara 
Polo Club and others 
were 


stabled at the Earl Warren 
Showgrounds. 


Evacuation centers were set 


up at the junior and senior high 
schools in nearby Carpenteria 
but most evacuees stayed with 
friends or relatives. 


The owner of one of the homes 


destroyed was William Hesthal, 
a painter. 


Fire fighters battling the blaze 


have been drawn from the U. S. 
Forest Service, Santa Barbara 
city and county fire depart- 
ments and fire departments in 
Carpinteria and Montecito. 
Other crews came from Los 
Angeles, 100 miles to the south, 
and Redding and Porterville in 
Northern California.

Vaccinations Here 


The Tehama County Health 
Department has discontinued 
giving smallpox vaccinations at 
the monthly clinics except to 
those who will be travelling to 
areas of the world where the 
disease is prevelent, Dr. Lynn 
Wolfe, county health officer has 
announced. 
According to Dr. Wolfe, “The 
policy of non-selective smallpox 
vaccination 
began 
when 
smallpox was widespread and 
uncontrolled. 
Today, 
non- 
selective 
vaccination 
against 
smallpox unnecessarily exposes 
a large segment of the United 
States public to the risk of 
complications resulting 
from 
vaccination. 
“For 
most people 
in 
the 
United States, the probability of 


contracting smallpox is so small 
that the risk of complications 
from vaccination outweighs the 
benefits derived from it. For this 
reason, 
non-selective 
vac­ 
cination of the public is no 
longer justifiable. 
“Vaccination should routinely 
be required only of people at 
special risk — travelers to and 
from countries where smallpox 
is still 
endemic 
and 
health 
services personnel who come 
into contact with patients.”

That would be a major step 


toward the school district tax 
equalization that apparently will 
be required by a State Supreme 
Court decision striking down the 
use of the local property tax for 
support of local schools. 


Harmer said the school tax 


relief would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $700 million a year. 
That would be enough to save 
the average homeowner about 
$200 a year in property taxes 


It would also go a long way to 


help low-wealth school districts 


which nave a tough time raising 
enough 
money 
from 
the 


property tax to pay for their 
operations, Harmer said. 


He said the new plan — ap- 


proved by Reagan Wednesday in

Water Over Tehachapis Today 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (AP) 


— Forty years ago 
critics 


sneered when engineers talked 
of moving surplus Northern 
California water to the state's 
water-short 
but 
populous 


southern half. 


Twenty 
years 
ago when 


engineers started drawing the 
plans 
for 
the 
450-mile-long 


system to do the job, the critics 
stepped up their resistance, and 
even now are challenging it in 
the courts. 


Today Gov. Ronald Reagan 


sends the first water over the 
last physical barrier — the 
Tehachapi Mountains — with a 
"we-told-you-so" blast at "the 
doom-criers and the nay-sayers 
who are just as vocal and just as 
lacking in vision as they were 
hundreds of years ago." 


The governor's remarks were 


prepared for the dedication of 
the A. D. Edmonston Pumping 
Plant, which will lift a greater 


volume of water a greater 
height than ever done before 


Reagan called the plant "a 


vital link in the largest and most 
complicated engineering feat of 
our time." 


Turning 
his 
attention 
to 


conservationists who claim the 
$3 billion project will wreck the 
environment, Reagan said, "It 
is too bad and a little ridiculous 
that some of the recent op- 
position has been linked to the 
legitimate desire of all of us to 
protect and preserve the magic 
of California." 


Some 
conservationists 
ad- 


vocate stopping work on the 
water project, which officials 
say is more than 90 per cent 
finished 


But the governor said, "There 


are no valid arguments to justify 
halting or delaying the State 
Water Project. Abandoning this 
project would, in fact, create a 
financial catastrophe for the 


State of California." 


A recent report by a task force 


of consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader said the project would 
mainly benefit industry, cor- 
porate farms and large lan- 
downers at 
the expense of 


taxpayers. 


State officials maintain that 


the project's costs will be paid 
mostly by water users, as well 
as by sales of electrical power 
from its dams. 


The Edmonston plant starts 


operating 
with 
one 
pump 


capable of lifting nearly 150,000 
gallons of water a minute 
through a vertical distance of 
2,000 feet through 8,000 feet of 
pipe 
sloping 
up 
over 
the 


mountains. Eventually it will 
have 14 such pumps and will be 
able to move two million gallons 
of water a minute into Southern 
California. 


The project is designed to 


provide enough water to 120 


cities and 
municipal water 


agencies to satisfy their needs 
until well into the 21st century 


That's the target of some of 


the most vocal critics. They say 
there already are enough people 
in Southern California — 11-6 
million — and upgrading the 
water supply will only help draw 
more people to the area.

Indochina Bill Heads 
For Battle In House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


$21- 
billion 
military 


procurement bill, its major 
weapons programs intact after 
an 82-4 romp through the Senate, 
headed today for another House 
,battle over a call for U. S. with- 
'drawal from Indochina in six 
months. 


Last June, the House rejected 


a similar amendment by a vote 
of 219 to 176 but its sponsor, 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, has expressed hope 
of winning acceptance this time. 


A showdown vote is likely 


sometime next week, House 
sources said.) 


The only other provision in the 


Senate's version of the big arms 
bill that could cause difficulties 
is the amendment 
by Sen. 


Gordon Allott, R-Colo, adding 
$381 million for the lower 
enlisted grades to the $2.4 billion 
military pay raise enacted a 
month ago. 


Except for the Mansfield and 


Allott amendments, and a $350- 
million ceiling on U. S. spending 
in Laos, the procurement passed 
the Senate in substantially the 
same form as it cleared the 


Armed Services Committee. 


A few cuts by that panel — 


under chairman John C. Stennis, 
D-Miss.— headed off deeper 
cuts by Pentagon critics and 
made it possible to pass the bill 
in just three weeks of debate, 
shortest in four years.

$1.2 billion below the Nixon 
administration's requests. 


Before passing the bill, the 


Senate rejected 60 to 25 an 
amendment by Sen. Joseph M. 
Montoya, D-N.M., designed to 
force South Vietnam to hold a 
new presidential election or face 
total U. S. withdrawal by Feb. 3, 
1972. 


Also rejected, 44 to 38, was an 


amendment by Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, D-Ark., to water 
down a provision of the Senate 
bill designed to break the United 
Nations embargo on trade with 
Rhodesia. Such a break would 
allow resumption of U. S. import 
of chrome ore. 


The bill authorizes some $13.3 


billion for procurement

Off Campus Projects Questioned

No doubt if California’s educators wiped out all the foolish 
activities they engage in they still would find ways and means to 
demand more money to operate the schools. As a result, the tax- 
paying public apparently never can be freed of the constant 
menace of waste and unnecessary expenditure. This observation 
comes from the efforts of the Sacramento City Unified School 
district to work out, as expressed by Albert J. Sessargo, superin­ 
tendent, academic credit for independent, off-campus projects, 
such as back-packing. 


No doubt a weeks’ Sierra back-pack would do high school 
seniors a lot of good, and be highly. beneficial to their self- 
sufficiency. But, the next step would be to take the costs out of 
school funds, and the question would arise as to the advisability of 
using educational funds for student vacations, which of course, are 
provided by the taxpayers. 


This vacations for seniors is reminiscent of the phony courses 
purveyed in the past through adult education, one of the most 
remembered having been “fly tying.” No one questioned the 
validity of the course. But a lot of people did question the validity of 
using public money for the instruction. 


If educators would spend as much time pumping for the repeal 
of restrictive laws preventing young people from working as they 
do in getting more money for education, at least a part of the 
necessity for having to provide recreation and amusement for high 
school seniors off school hours would be negated.

Kosygin over the Middle East 
dVring their subsequent meeting 
y Glassboro, N. J. 
' Here are the highlights from 
our bootleg copy of the Johnson 
memoirs: 
At the height of the Arab- 
Israeli Six Day War, 
the 
President received a grim, hot­ 
line m essage from Kosygin 
threatening “necessary actions, 
including 
m ilitary ” 
unless 
Lsrael halted its operations 
unconditionally within a few 
hours. " 
There was other provocative 
language iri> the 
m essage. 
Declares Johnson: “ In an ex­ 
change 
between 
heads 
of 
government, these were serious 
words: ‘very crucial moment,’ 
‘catastrophe,’ 
‘independent 
decisions,’ 
‘military 
actions.’ 
“The room was deathly still as 
we carefully studied this grave 
communication. 
I 
turned to 
(Defense 
Secretary) 
Mc­ 
Namara, ‘Where is the Sixth 
Fleet now?’ I asked him.” 
The fleet had orders to stay at 
least 100 miles from the Syrian 
coast. The President told Mc­ 
Namara “ to issue orders at once 
to change the course and cut the 
restriction to 50 miles. 
“The Secretary of Defense 
gave the orders over the phone. 
No one else said a word. Some of 
the men in the Situation Room 
later recorded their memories 
of that morning. (Ambassador 
to Russia) Llewellyn Thompson 


recalled it as a ‘time of great 
concern and utmost gravity.’ 
(CIA Director) Richard Helms 
rem em bers 
that 
‘the 
at­ 
mosphere was tense’ and that 
conversation was conducted ‘in 
the lowest voices I had ever 
heard in a meeting of that kind.’ 


KREMLIN GETS MESSAGE 
“We all knew the Russians 
would get the message as soon 
as their monitors observed the 
change in the fleet’s pattern. 
That message, which no tran­ 
slator would need to interpret to 
the Kremlin leadership, was 
that the United States was 
prepared to resist Soviet in­ 
trusion in the Middle East.” 
The crisis faded and, not long 
afterward, Johnson and Kosygin 
held a friendly, 
face-to-face 
meeting in Glassboro, N. J. 
“At only one point in our first 
session did Kosygin seem close 
to becoming really heated,” 
recalls LBJ. ‘ He said we had 
talked about territorial integrity 
before the Middle East war, but 
we had ended by protecting 
aggression. He insisted that 
Israeli troops go back to the 
original armistice lines. . . 
“At that point, he came close 
to issuing a threat. Unless we 
agreed to his formula, he 
declared, there would be a war 
— ‘a very great war.’ He said 
the Arabs would fight with arms 
if they had them and, if not, with 
bare hands. . . 
“If they fight with weapons, I 
replied, we would know where 
they got them. Then I leaned 
forward and said slowly and 
quietly: ‘Let us understand one 
another. I hope there will be no 
war. If there is a war, I hope it 
will not be a big war. If they 
fight, I hope they fight with fists 


and not with guns.’ 
“ I told him that I hoped both 
our countries could keep out of 
any Middle E ast explosion 
because ‘if we do get into it, it 
will be a most serious mattpr ’ 
“Kosygin noted that we now 
had the ‘hot line’ and could use 
that whenever necessary as we 
had to good effect during the 
recent Six Day War. Kosygin 
apologized for having wakened 
me so early in the morning 
through the ‘hot line.’ But, he 
added, together we had ‘ac­ 
complished more on that one 
day than others could ac­ 
complish in three years.’ ” 


DECISION TO BOMB 
Kosygin was also involved, 
indirectly, in an earlier crisis. 
He was in Hanoi on Feb. 6, 1965, 
when 
Communist 
guerrillas 
struck a U. S. barracks at 
Pleiku. This led to President 
Johnson’s decision to bomb 
North Vietnam. He recalls: 


“As we talked, there was an 
electric tension in the air. 
Everyone in the room was 
deadly serious as he considered 
the possible consequences of this 
decision. Each man around that 
table knew how crucial such 
action could be. How would 
Hanoi react? Would the Chinese 
Communists use it as a pretext 
for involving themselves? What 
about Kosygin and the Russians 
in Hanoi? 
“Someone suggested that Ho 
Chi Minh had mousetrapped the 
Soviet leader by attacking us 
during his visit. If we failed to 
respond, we were ‘paper tigers’; 
if we hit back, Soviet prestige 
might be further involved.” 
The President went ahead 
with the first bombing attack 


while Kosygin was still in Hanoi. 
LBJ 
explained at a secret 
briefing 
for 
congressional 
leaders: “We have kept our gun 
over the mantel and our shells in 
the cupboard for a long time 
now. And what was the result? 
They are killing our men while 
they sleep in the night. I can’t 
ask our American soldiers out 
there to continue to fight with 
one hand tied behind their 
backs.” 
More than three years later, 
Johnson ordered the futile 
bombing 
stopped. 
His 
recollection of the moment: 
“I looked, one by one, at the 
men assembled around the long 
cabinet table and asked their 
judgments on my decision. The 
reactions were 
quick and 
unanimous. ‘Absolutely,’ said 
one. ‘The thing to do,’ said 
another... I had the feeling that 
I was perhaps the most doubtful 
man in the room.” 


Footnote: 
During the deep 
crises 
of 
his 
presidency, 
Johnson often sought refuge at 
St. Dominic’s cathedral. “This 
was one of my favorite chur­ 
ches,” he writes, “a somber, 
gray Victorian-Gothic structure, 
with twin spires rising above the 
modern construction that was 
going up around it, in a poor 
section 
of 
southwest 
Washington. 
Inside, 
St. 
Dominic’s was simple and 
restful, I had gone there on 
many Sunday mornings, and on 
numerous unreported occasions 
I had dropped in for a few 
minutes of prayer late at night. I 
went therewith (daughter) Luci 
just before midnight in June, 
1966, when we sent our bombers 
to hit the fuel dumps in Hanoi 
and Haiphong.”

The decision of Congressman 
Richard Poff to withdraw his 
name from consideration for 
Supreme Court Justice is a 
triumph of what nowadays is 
called McCarthyism. The im­ 
plications of his withdrawal are 
various, and they touch on 
several aspects of the ongoing 
struggle to achieve interracial 
harmony.

Operation 
Breadbasket and by increasing 
agreement, successor to Martin 
Luther King as leader of the 
moderate-militant black 
community. Mr. Jackson, who is 
very young, very able, and 
extraordinarily intelligent, has 
contrived a superb blend of 
rhetorical 
intransigence 
and 
analytical sobriety. On the one 
hand 
he 
avoids 
anti-white 
racism and the invidious anti- 
American despair that made 
some of his brothers fleetingly 
popular during the turbulent 
sixties. On the other hand, his 
rhetorical belligerence and his 
irascible mien (he never smiles, 
avoiding affability with total 
success), 
suggest 
to 
his 
followers that there is nothing of 
the conciliator in his system, 
that as regards what he con­ 
siders the rights of his con­ 
stituency, he is as adamant as 
Gromyko. It will be a long time 
before a Negro insurrectionary 
movement will make way with 
the charge that Jackson is 
playing the honkey’s game. 
Jesse Jackson deals heavily in 
symbols. And it is of course 


symbols that beat Richard Poff, 
who wanted to be a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, and who was 
considered highly qualified to 
serve on the Supreme Court 
even by Emmanuel Celler, the 
principal figure in the House 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
whose 
credentials as a liberal are 
unchallenged. 


1 doubt that anybody sincerely 
believes 
that 
Richard 
Poff 
would have undermined the civil 
rights legislation of the sixties, 
notwithstanding that he voted 
against it. But it was necessary 
to fight against him, because 
many liberals believe that it is 
necessary to cause to suffer 
those who, in the fifties and 
sixties, interpreted the Con­ 
stitution of the United States in 
such a way as is now considered 
historically atrocious. 


One thinks, by contrast, of the 
debate 
prompted 
by 
the 
nomination of Hugo Black by 
President Roosevelt. It tran­ 
spired, after his nomination, 
that Hugo Black had belonged to 
the Ku Klux Klan. The only 
serious point raised against 
Black was that the membership 
disqualified him as a pomt of 
character. 
But Poff was not forgiven for 
having opposed the civil rights 
bill, 
notwithstanding that in 
doing so, he understood himself 
to be making formal points 
considering the allocation of 
political 
responsibility 
as 
distributed by the Constitution 
of the United States. It became 
clear to everyone who knew Mr. 
Poff that he loathed Jim Crow; 
so that in making him pay for his 
opposition to the civil rights 
bills, there was the injustice that 
would arise from the charge that 
a Supreme Court Justice who 


believes that the Constitution 
authorizes the showing of I Was 
Curious Yellow, is in favor of 
pornography. 
Last week a group of Prin­ 
ceton 
University 
professors 
were circulating a petition to 
graduate students begging their 
help in researching the political 
record of Richard Poff. They 
announced their intention quite 
openly: they wanted to make it 
impossible for him to reach the 
Supreme Court, in punishment 
for his having voted his con­ 
science when the civil rights 
bills came up. 
One cannot 
imagine the same group of 
people concerting to demon­ 
strate, 
let 
us 
say, 
the 
disqualification of Owen Lat- 
timore to serve in the Depart­ 
ment of State, given 
the 
historical 
misjudgements 
of 
Professor Lattimore during the 
40’s and 50’s. 
I think of Jesse Jackson as a 


symbol of what Professor David 
Riesman (in connection with 
Owen Lattimore) once referred 
to as retroactive vindictiveness. 
It gives the Jacksons, and their 
white 
epigoni, 
a 
sense 
of 
satisfaction — 
of emotional 
satisfaction, even as the ex­ 
tension of the terms of the 
denazification courts continue to 
give satisfaction. 
It is ap­ 
propriate to observe that one 
hopes that this is not a game 
which the other side, in search of 
future satisfactions, will want to 
play. 
Ask Jesse Jackson about the 
Black Panthers and he sounds 
like Ilya Ehrenburg defending 
the purge trials. 
Let us hope that in the future 
he will be let off more lightly 
than southerners who aspire to 
the Supreme Court. A point to 
consider, as we say goodbye to 
the aborted career of Richard 
Poff.

Rub some 
detergent containing it on a wet 
arm or hand and it might cause 
a burn. Rub it in the eyes and it 
could cause serious damage. If 
swallowed, it can bring death. 
Phosphate detergents 
are 
considered 
nontoxic 
And 


phosphate eliminates mineral 
impurities or “hardness” in 
water so that soap can do a 
better cleaning job. 
But the phosphates end up in 
lakes and rivers from sewage 
plant effluent and can spur 
excessive growth of tiny green 
plants called algae that rob 
other aquatic life of oxygen. The 
process, euthrophication, can 
turn a lake into a stagnant pool 
of green slime. 
“I don’t blame the housewife 
for being confused. This is a 
sophisticated 
problem 
and 
there’s no simple answer for 
every 
housewife,” 
Charles 
Elkins, 
special 
assistant 
to 
Ruckelshaus, said in a telephone 
interview. 
Elkins said the first con­ 
sideration should be the family, 
especially if small children are 
present.

TALES 


Well, it's October again and the best time of year for any 


outdoorsman. On t*y> river things have been picking up, but very 
slowly. In comparison to the salmon, the steelhead count is quite 
low. However, here is my report of our activities this past week. 


After the recent rains we went to Battle Creek where I lucked out 


and landed five steelhead up to five pounds. I hooked nine. We hit a 
good rain run and the next day it was dead and waters quite low. 
The same condition exists with low water with few salmon, and 
fewer steelhead in that creek. The fish are easily spooked. 


As you can see from the photo above I have been quite active on 


the river enjoying steelhead fishing on the good old Sacramento 
both up and downstream. The water has just been starting to drop 
and the riffles are becoming more fishable. As it has been this past 
week, we had to choose the riffles with care. Using the same old 
faithful presentations — roe, duffys, eggs, and free time. 


We managed to take a few fish here and there. More work than 


expected, however, because the salmon are definitely late in their 
spawning. Most of the fish taken are movers with nothing found in 
their stomachs that would indicate any degree of feeding activity. 
Anyway, we'll keep plugging for them. 


There is considerable excitement being generated over the 


coming dedication of the fish spawning facility. This is to take place 
on Sunday, Oct. 17, 2 p.m. at the Sport Fisheries Headquarters. We 
understand they are taking fish now for the facility. 


I might add at this time that the Dept. of Fish and Game is 


conducting surveys on the migration and other things about the 
Sacramento River Steelhead. They have trapped and tagged 
numerous fish at the Fremont Weir near the mouth of the Feather 
River and are being returned by fishermen who happen to catch a 
fish with a tag. 


I understand most ail of the tags are attached to the dorsal (top) 


fin of the fish. There are yellow and white tags. The white tags have 
a $5.00 reward. Should you get any tagged fish, be sure and report 
them to the Fish and Game folks. 


Alc"> some fish you may land have various fin clip markings 


indicating their origin. It would help a great deal to keep track of 
the fin clipped steelhead and report them also We have come a 
long way with the Sacramento steelhead and we are going a great 
deal further in enhancement of the runs

Red Bluff Attorneys Propose City 
Long Fight 
Refile Application For Streets Title 
Boost For W o m e n E q u a lity 


The Red Bluff City Council has 
before it a letter from eight 
attorneys proposing that the city 
refile an application for title to 
streets and alleys in accordance 
with 
suggestions 
m ade 
by 
Superior Court Judge Curtiss E. 
W etter. 
Copies of the letter w ere sent 
to the individual councilm en. 
They didn’t discuss it at their 
regular m eeting T uesday night, 
but indicated they w ill take it up 
at a study session set for 5:30 
p.m . next W ednesday in the city 
hall council cham ber. 
T he problem to be discussed 
grow s out of the fact that the 
Red B luff streets and alleys 
w ere placed in the hands of the 
county 
court 
judge 
by 
Presidential edict m ore than a 
century ago at a tim e of som e 
local turmoil. E ver since that 
tim e it has been necessary to get 
the court’s perm ission to close a 
street or alley, even an unused 
“ paper” street. 
City council and judge have 
disagreed over the procedure in 
recent years, and last month the 
council decided that the city 
attorney w ould handle each case 
as it cam e up, and that a charge 
of $250 plus costs would be 
made. That prompted the letter, 
signed by attorneys Alfred E. 
Frazier, Noel W atkins, Donald 
B. W ebster, Richard S. Pugh, 
Thom as J. 
M cGlynn, 
Harold 
Lucas, Edward J. Allen, and 
Rawlins Coffman. 
They wrote: 
“As practicing attorneys in 


this com m unity w e are, from 
tim e 
to 
tim e, 
interested

assistin g our clien ts in acquiring 
title to certain so-called “ paper” 
streets. It now appears that by 
City Council policy established 
Septem ber 7, 1971, m any of our 
clients who negotiate with the

Reagan Pulls Plug 
Water Over Tehachapis Today 


BAKERSFIELD, Calif. (AP) 
— 
Forty 
years 
ago 
critics 
sneered when engineers talked 
of 
moving surplus Northern 
California water to the state’s 
water-short 
but 
populous 
southern half. 
Twenty 
years 
ago 
when 
engineers started drawing the 
plans 
for 
the 
450-mile-long 
system to do the job, the critics 
stepped up their resistance, and 
even now are challenging it in 
the courts. 
Today Gov. Ronald Reagan 
sends the first water over the 
last physical barrier — the 
Tehachapi Mountains — with a 
“we-told-you-so” blast at “the 
doom-criers and the nay-sayers 
who are just as vocal and just as 
lacking in vision as they were 
hundreds of years ago.” 
The governor’s remarks were 
prepared for the dedication of 
the A. D. Edmonston Pumping 
Plant, which will lift a greater 


volume of water a greater 
height than ever done before. 
Reagan called the plant “a 
vital link in the largest and most 
complicated engineering feat of 
our time.” 
Turning 
his 
attention 
to 
conservationists who claim the 
$3 billion project will wreck the 
environment, Reagan said, “It 
is too bad and a little ridiculous 
that some of the recent op­ 
position has been linked to the 
legitimate desire of all of us to 
protect and preserve the magic 
of California.” 
Some 
conservationists 
ad­ 
vocate stopping work on the 
water project, which officials 
say is more than 90 per cent 
finished. 
But the governor said, “There 
are no valid arguments to justify 
halting or delaying the State 
Water Project. Abandoning this 
project would, in fact, create a 
financial catastrophe for the 


State of California.” 
A recent report by a task force 
of consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader said the project would 
mainly benefit industry, cor­ 
porate farms and large lan­ 
downers at the 
expense of 
taxpayers. 
State officials maintain that 
the project’s costs will be paid 
mostly by water users, as well 
as by sales of electrical power 
from its dams. 
The Edmonston plant starts 
operating 
with 
one 
pump 
capable of lifting nearly 150,000 
gallons 
of water 
a 
minute 
through a vertical distance of 
2,000 feet through 8,000 feet of 
pipe 
sloping 
up 
over 
the 
mountains. Eventually it will 
have 14 such pumps and will be 
able to move two million gallons 
of water a minute into Southern 
California. 
The project is designed to 
provide enough water to 120 


cities 
and 
municipal 
water 
agencies to satisfy their needs 
until well into the 21st century. 
That’s the target of some of 
the most vocal critics. They say 
there already are enough people 
in Southern California — 11.6 
million — and upgrading the 
water supply will only help draw 
more people to the area.

FISH 
TALES 


Well, it’s October again and the best tim e of year for any 
outdoorsman. On t^e river things have been picking up, but very 
slowly. In comparison to the salmon, the steelhead count is quite 
low. However, here is my report of our activities this past week. 
After the recent rains we went to Battle Creek where I lucked out 
and landed five steelhead up to five pounds. I hooked nine. We hit a 
good rain run and the next day it was dead and waters quite low. 
The sam e condition exists with low w ater with few salmon, and 
fewer steelhead in that creek. The fish are easily spooked. 
As you can see from the photo above I have been quite active on 
the river enjoying steelhead fishing on the good old Sacramento 
both up and downstream. The w ater has just been starting to drop 
and the riffles are becoming more fishable. As it has been this past 
week, we had to choose the riffles with care. Using the sam e old 
faithful presentations — roe, duffys, eggs, and free time. 
We m anaged to take a few fish here and there. More work than 
expected, however, because the salmon are definitely late in their 
spawning. Most of the fish taken are movers with nothing found in 
their stomachs that would indicate any degree of feeding activity. 
Anyway, we’ll keep plugging for them. 
There is considerable excitement being generated over the 
coming dedication of the fish spawning facility. This is to take place 
on Sunday, Oct. 17, 2 p.m. at the Sport Fisheries Headquarters. We 
understand they are taking fish now for the facility. 
I might add at this time that the Dept, of Fish and Game is 
conducting surveys on the migration and other things about the 
Sacram ento River Steelhead. They have trapped and tagged 
numerous fish at the Frem ont Weir near the mouth of the Feather 
River and are being returned by fishermen who happen to catch a 
fish with a tag. 
I understand most all of the tags are attached to the dorsal (top) 
fin of the fish. There are yellow and white tags. The white tags have 
a $5.00 reward. Should you get any tagged fish, be sure and report 
them to the Fish and Game folks. 
Alc*» some fish you may land have various fin clip markings 
indicating their origin. It would help a great deal to keep track of 
the fin clipped steelhead and report them also. We have come a 
long way with the Sacram ento steelhead and we are going a great 
deal further in enhancem ent of the runs.

Off Campus Projects Questioned

No doubt if California's educators wiped out all the foolish 


activities they engage in they still would find ways and means to 
demand more money to operate the schools As a result, the tax- 
paying public apparently never can be freed of the constant 
menace of waste and unnecessary expenditure This observation 
comes from the efforts of the Sacramento Cay Unified School 
district to work out, as expressed by Albert J Sessargo superin- 
tendent, academic credit for independent, off campus projects, 
such as back-packing 


No doubt a weeks' Sierra back-pack would do high school 


seniors a lot of good, and be highly beneficial to their self 
sufficiency But, the next step would be to take the costs out of 
school funds, and the question would arise as to the advisability of 
using educational funds for student vacations, which of course are 
provided by the taxpayers 


This vacations for seniors is reminiscent of the phony courses 


purveyed in the past through adult education, one of the most 
remembered having been "fly tying " No one questioned the 
validity of the course But a lot of people did question the validity of 
using public money for the instruction 


If educators would spend as much time pumping for the repeal 


of restrictive laws preventing young people from working as they 
do m getting more money for education, at least a part of the 
necessity for having to provide recreation and amusement for high 
school seniors off school hours would be negated

trusion in the Middle East " 


The crisis faded and, not long 


afterward, Johnson and Kosygm 
held a friendly, 
face-to-face 


meeting in Glassboro, N J 


"At only one point in our first 


session did Kosygm seem close 
to becoming really heated," 
recalls LBJ ' He said we had 
talked about territorial integrity 
before the Middle East war, but 
we had ended by protecting 
aggression 
He insisted 
that 


Israeli troops go back to the 
original armistice lines 


"At that point, he came close 


to issuing a threat Unless we 
agreed to his formula, he 
declared, there would be a war 
— 'a very great war ' He said 
the Arabs would fight with arms 
J they had them and, if not, with 
bare hands 


"If they fight with weapons, I 


replied, we would know where 
they got them Then I leaned 
forward and said slowly and 
quietly 'Let us understand one 
another I hope there will be no 
war If there is a war, I hope it 
will not be a big war If they 
fight, I hope they fight with fists 


and not with guns ' 


"I told him that I hoped both 


our countries could keep out of 
any Middle East explosion 
because 'if we do get mto it, it 
will be a most serious mattpr ' 


"Kosygm noted that we now 


had the 'hot line' and could use 
that whenever necessary as we 
had to good effect during the 
recent Six Day War Kosygm 
apologized for having wakened 
me so early m the morning 
through the 'hot line ' But, he 
added, together we had 'ac 
comphshed more on that one 
day than others could ac 
complish in three years ' " 


DECISION TO BOMB 


Kosygm was also involved, 


indirectly, in an earlier crisis 
He was in Hanoi on Feb 6, 1965, 
when 
Communist 
guerrillas 


struck a U S barracks at 
Pleiku This led to President 
Johnson's decision to bomb 
North Vietnam He recalls 


while Kosygm was still in Hanoi 
LBJ explained at a secret 
briefing 
for 
congressional 


leaders "We have kept our gun 
over the mantel and our shells m 
the cupboard for a long time 
now And what was the result'' 
They are killing our men while 
they sleep in the night I can't 
ask our American soldiers out 
there to continue to fight with 
one hand tied behind 
their 


backs " 
More than three years later, 


Johnson ordered the futile 
bombing 
stopped 
His 


recollection of the moment 


"I looked, one by one, at the 


men assembled around the long 
cabinet table and asked their 
judgments on my decision The 
reactions were quick and 
unanimous 
'Absolutely,' said 


one 'The thing to do,' said 
another 
I had the feeling that 


I was perhaps the most doubtful 
man in the room " 


"As we talked, there was an 


electric tension in the air 
Everyone in the room was 
deadly serious as he considered 
the possible consequences of this 
decision Each man around that 
table knew how crucial such 
action could be 
How would 


Hanoi react9 Would the Chinese 
Communists use it as a pretext 
for involving themselves9 What 
about Kosygm and the Russians 
in Hanoi9 


"Someone suggested that Ho 


Chi Mmh had mousetrapped the 
Soviet leader by attacking us 
during his visit If we failed to 
respond, we were 'paper tigers', 
if we hit back, Soviet prestige 
might be further involved " 


The President went ahead 


with the first bombing attack 


Footnote. 
During the deep 


crises of his 
presidency, 


Johnson often sought refuge at 
St Dominic's cathedral "This 
was one of my favorite chur- 
ches," he writes, "a somber, 
gray Victorian-Gothic structure, 
with twin spires rising above the 
modern construction that was 
going up around it, in a poor 
section 
of 
southwest 


Washington 
Inside, 
St 


Dominic's was simple and 
restful, I had gone there on 
many Sunday mornings, and on 
numerous unreported occasions 
I had dropped in for a few 
minutes of prayer late at night I 
went there with (daughter) Luci 
just before midnight in June, 
1966, when we sent our bombers 
to hit the fuel dumps in Hanoi 
and Haiphong "

The 21-year-old editor of the 
University of Florida student 
newspaper says he won’t “be 
publishing any more abortion 
information for the immediate 
future.” 
But Ron Sachs, who took over 
as editor of the Alligator three 
weeks ago, says he hopes the 
paper 
can 
start 
publishing 
abortion information again once 
charges 
against 
him 
are 
resolved. 
Sachs turned himself over to 
County Judge John Connell on 
Wednesday after Asst. State 
Atty. 
Eugene 
Whitworth 
charged the student editor with 
violating a 103-year-old law by 
publishing 
a 
directory 
erf 
abortion 
referral 
services. 
Sachs was released on his own 
recognizance. 
The 
law, 
forbidding 
publication 
of 
advice 
or 
knowledge that could lead to a 
woman aborting a pregnancy, is 


being 
challenged 
by 
Today 
newspaper in Cocoa. 
Today 
contends the statute is un­ 
constitutional. The law carries a 
maximum penalty of one year in 
jail and a $1,000 fine. 
Sachs said his lawyer, Chester 
Chance, advised him about noon 
Wednesday that Whitworth was 
drawing up charges against him 
and that his arrest had been 
ordered. At the time, some 
15,000 copies of the Alligator 
containing the article were in 
circulation on the campus. 
“We were up all Tuesday 
night planning strategy. We

the

formation and get court stan­ 
ding so we could challenge the 
law which we believe to be 
unconstitutional,” Sachs said. 
He said the Ocala printer who 
usually published the Alligator 
refused to handle the abortion

'fj BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — A 
federal judge has ruled there is 
insufficient evidence to compel 
court intervention to protect 
prisoners’ rights at Attica state 
prison. 
Judge 
John 
T. 
Curtin 
acknowledged Wednesday the 
testimony of six inmates who 
testified in U.S. District Court 
here 
about 
beatings, 
harassment and destruction of 


personal property they claimed 
they suffered at the hands of 
police and prison guards. 
“The truth of the witnesses’ 
testimony is assumed,” he said, 
but “almost all of the alleged 
acts complained of occurred on 
Sept. 13 or shortly thereafter.” 
Sept. 13 was the day hundreds 
of state troopers stormed the 
prison and put down a four-day 
inmate insurrection. 


Curtin ruled 
the 
inmates’ 
lawyers had failed to show that 
prisoners’ rights were still being 
violated. 
On 
that 
basis 
he 
dismissed the request for an 
injunction against the alleged 
abuses. 
Herman Schwartz, one* of the 
lawyers who sought the in­ 
junction, said Curtin’s decision 
would be appealed to the 2nd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 


New York City. Another petition 
alleging 
the 
inmates’ 
con­ 
stitutional 
rights 
are

violated is already before that 
court.
